The Guiteau Trial. 

WASHINGTON, January 16.—As soon as 
the court was formally opened Scoville be- 
gan his address to the jury by confessing his 
unfamiliarity with the modes of practice in 
criminal cases. All the defense asked for 
was a fair. candid, impartial weighing ofthe 
evidences by fair and candid men. Counsel 
would attempt no oratory, because he was 
not equal to it, and because he would not do 
It it he could. He would address himself 
simply to the reason, judgment and intel- 
lect of the jury. Oratory, eloquence 
and appeals to passions he would 
leave for the counsel who would 
follow him (Judge Porter) and he desired to 
warn them that in the efforts of the learn- 
ed counsel (Judge Porter) to expound the 
law or explain the evidence, he would in- 


variably seek to irfluence them through their 
hearts and to —＋ Benge sympathies rather 
than to convince their judgement. 

I do not care to complain,although I do not 
think as counsel in the conduct of this case I 
have been treated with fairness. Personally 

care nothing for it, but when 
it injures the cause in which 
my efforts are enlisted then I must 
complain. I holdin my hand an indictment 
for conspiracy whichI have framed in my 
own mind, and the object of this conepiracy 
was to bang the prisoner. 

Scoville pr ed 
ä TO NAME THE CONSPIRATORS 
the District Attorney, Judge Porter, Mr. 
Davidge and five of the Government experts, 
namely, Drs. Gray, Hamilton, Kempster, 
McDonald and Wooster. The counts of this 
indictment, twenty in number, are: 

First, they have perverted the law in this 

case. 
Scovilie in illustration as support of this 
court alluded to theintroduction by Judge 
Porter of the decision of Judge Davis. He 
said counsei upon the other side indignantly 
repudiated the suggestion that Judge Dayis 
sat with Cordozo or Barnard, but I have yet 
to learn if either of them 
ever committed a more reprehensible act 
than that of Judge Davie,’”’ 

Scoville warmed up with bis subject and 
denounced in severe language the extra- 
judicial act of Judge Davis. ad a newspa- 
per been guilty of such a bold-faced attempt 
to influence a decision in a pending cause, 
the editor would have been subject to arrest 
for contempt. 

Judge Porter: Don’t let us turn this court- 
room into a ton meetipg. 

Scoville resumed, but was soon interrupted 
by Davidge, who. with some impatience, 
gad: Ob, no, no, Scoville! That's not so.’’ 

Scoville: You may interrupt as much as 
you please. ISsball not be deterred from 
saving just what I please. 

Dav dee: Well, well, I'll not interrupt 
again, say What you may. 

Guiteau: That’s right, Davidge, you keep 
quiet. You talked for two days. I didn’t 
say anything either. Now give some one else 
a show. 

Scoville continued: When Judge Porter 
comes before this jury and attempts to per- 
ve rt the evidence, I shall not keep quiet as I 
did with Davidge, but I shall stop bim. 

Guiteau: “So shall I.“ 

Scoville: “I shall stop him and I shall 
correct him, it I find he is mistating evi- 
dence.’’ 

Guiteau: Never mind; I'll attend to 
him.“ 

Judge Porter: There will be two Gui- 
teaus, then, to attend to me.“ 

The prosecution state thatif the prisoner 
knew the act was wrong on the 2d of July 
then he shou'd gang. Now this is not by any 
means the whole of it or the correct s«tate- 
ment of the aw. The court has added in 
substance as follows: 
ret in this act, if he was overpowered by 
a consciousness coming through his diseased 
mind that what he was doing was necessary 
for the good of the country and especially 
approved by God, then you cannot convict 
him of murder. ” 

Continuing Scoville said the second count 
was forthe perversion of testimony, and he 
proceeded to sustain this count by reading 
from Davidge's speech and comparing it with 
the testimony.” 

Ob that’s for money,’’ called out Gui- 
teau he's paid for that: he don’t believe 


Scoville contended that the facts were per- 
verted and particularly the evidence as to the 
immoralitv of the prisoner. The only alle- 
gation that will hold against him is that of 


adultery. 

Guiteau shouted out: ‘‘How many 
innocent people are there here 
in this court- room!“ and he 
added, “not one.“ A moment later 


he called out: 1 don’t care to libel Chris- 
tian people, but I wantthe record straight. 
I say bigh-toned, Christian men and women 
are virtuous, but the mass of mankind are 
not. Let that go on record.” 

As Sceville paused Guiteau raised a laugh 
by calling out: ‘‘Ain’t that a pretty good

SHOCKING MURDER. 


A Man Murdered by His Wife and Sons 

WASHINGTON, IND., January 16.—This 
portion of Wayne county, Ind., is much ex- 
cited over a supposed murder, the victim 
being David H. Smith, and the perpetrators 
supposed to be his wife and sons. He has 
been missing about ten days, and the neigh- 
bors, suspecting foul play, made a search, 
and on Saturday bis body was found in a 
well partly covered by boulders. 

BULLET HOLES WERE IN HIS HEAD. 

The wife and two sons were arrested at 
once. The neighbors say Smith was habit- 
ually maltreated hy his wife and sons, 


and yesterday toe little children said they 
were locked in a bed-room one night about 
the time their father disappeared, and that 
they heard two shots inthe kitchen and two 
in the backyard. Blood was found on a 
chair in the garret and on the gate posts. 
The Coroner’s investigation is not yet ended. 
Dan Smith, who is supposed to have done 
the shooting, fainted when the body was 
brought in, but his mother was not moved.

HE NOW CONFESSES, 

RICHMOND, IND., January 16.—David H. 
Smith, an old farmer, was found murdered in 
a well near Washington, this county, Satur- 
day.

A KANSAS CITY SENSATION. 


Frank Simons Found Brutally Mur- 
dered in His Store.

KaNSAS CITY, Mo., January 16.—At 9 
o’ciock this morning an atrocious murder 
was brought to light by a hackman going in- 
to the store of Frank Simons, 410 West Fifth 
street to make a purchase. The proprietor 
was found on the floor near the stove with 
two terrible gashes in the back of the 
head. An axe was lying near with the butt 
end covered with blood. Simons had con- 
siderable money, and a receipt or note 
found on the desk shows the probabilities of 
his being inthe act of makinga loan when 
billed. Anegro boy last night went to a 
saloon by for beer, saying it was for Simons. 
Detectives are at work with the best evi- 
dence against the guilty party. 

A year and a half ago Simons had trouble 
with one Jack Fitzmorris, alias Wild Jack, 
in the Police Court. Fitzmorris was a few 
days ago appointed city impourder by the 
Council. Almost his first act was to 
seize the horse of Simons. The 
negro boy who purchased the beer last night 
is said to have driven the horse from the 
premises.

MINNESOTA CAPITALISTS. 


A Scheme to Build a Railroad and 
Hotel. 


CHICAGO, January 16.—A St. Paul Special 
says six prominent capitalists of St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, including Senator Win- 
dom, J. B. Gilfillan, of Minneapolis, E. H. 
Bly, of Bismark, and M. Hobart, of the 
Northern Pacific, have agreed with the 
Northern Pacific to build a standard gauge 
from a point on the Northern Pacific near- 
est the park, to the Geygas and National 
Yellowstone Park, or, to speak more defi- 
nately, forty miles of road outside ths Gov- 
ernment Park reservation and forty miles 
within, the cost to be $20,000 per mile. 


And allowing for contingencies nearly 2, 600-, 
000 are to be put up by the six as in earnest 
of the good faith, and the Northern Pacitic 
will furnish the money to build and equip 
the road, taking a mortgage as the securi- 
ty. The six men wilt build a large hotel, 
being assured by the government of the 
monopoly therein. A large influxjfof sum- 
mer visitors is expected annually.

has had control of the Cincinnati Southern 
shows a total earnings of $612,000; 8 
expenses, $320,000. After paying all claims 
os setting aside the portion due the sink- 
ing fund, as well as paying a dividend of 14 
per cent, thereis a net surplus of $40,000.

Another Murderer Executed in the Belief 


He Flies Heavenward.

SAVANNAH, G., January 16.—Jesse Wil- 
liams was executed at noon to-day in the 
jail-yard, the hanging being private. Very 
few persons were admitted besides officials, 
reporters and clergymen. The streets were 
crowded with colored people, who flocked 
about the jail from daylight. Williams made 
a full confession of the crime. He was bap- 
tized yesterday by the Revs. H. CO. Houston 
and Alexander Harris, Baptists. He slept 
well, ate a hearty breakfast and had many 
colored visitors this morning.

he said he was resigned to fate. The drop 
was seven feet. He died without much 
struggling. This is the sixth hanging here 
since the war. The execution was the sub-

THE CRIME. 

Early onthe morning of July 10th, last, an 
aged colored man named Toby Locke, who 
was employed as watchman at the wood- 
yard of Coakley & Jones, was found in the 
office brutally mangled and dead. The in- 
quest failed to furnish any clue to the perpe- 
trators, but detectives finally, after unre- 
mitting — wove a chain of evidence 
around Jesse Williams, and be was arrested 
and indicted. It wasshown that several ne- 
groes on the night of the murder went into 
the office of Coakley & Jones for the purpose 
of robbery. There they encountered the 
faithful old watchman, who resisted their 
efforts and died in defense of his employers’ 
erent f He was knocked down with a 
heavy piece of oak wood, and

on the head, which caused his death. Two 
negroes, who confesed to being with bim, 
testified that Williams obtained admission 
to the office by representing bimself as one 
of the wood raft hands. and 
upon gaining an entrance, he immediately 
assailed the old man and beat him to death. 
These two witnesses becoming frightened, 
ran away, hearing as they ran the crushing 
blows of the murderer and the dying moans 
of his victim. Williams subsequently con- 
fessed the deed to Lizzie Lee, a colored wo- 
man, but in court be denied and asserted 
that Green, one of his companions, was 
themurderer. Lieut, Steffel, the detective 
had, however, accumulated such as chatn ot 
evidence that not a link was missing, and 
Williams, although ably defended, was 
promptly convicted. Williams was a “no- 
account“ negro, and the crime was so das- 
tardly that no sympathy is expressed for 
him even among his own race.

But by Buying up Stock He Votes 
and Counts Himself in, 


Litigation to Ensue to Oust His Ticket— 
His Vote Analyzed. 


The general topic of conversation is the 
Fair Ground election and the vindication 
that Charies Green got at the hands of the 
stockholders. Green has repeatedly declared 
that if he were not vindicated at 
this election, and if it were 
not shown positively that it was the wish of 
a majority of the stockholders that he should 
be returned as president, he did not want 
and would not have the office. Of course he 
was not sincere in this statement, 
because just at the time that 
he was uttering it, he was engaged in pur- 
chasing stock, right and left, 257 shares being 


bought upin his interest since the 20th of 
last December. This valuable purchase does 
not look like trusting to the vindication of 
the sharebolders, but even in these cases the 
following vote shows that, with all the re- 
cently purchased stock, Green was not legal- 
ly elected, was, in fact, simply counted 
in.

As before stated this vote is minus 150 
proxies, cast against Green actually placed 
in the ballot box, but rejected by the judges. 
That these proxies should have 
been counted, the friends of the opposition 
claim, resting that claim on the pro- 
visions of the State Constitution. 
Article XII, Section 6, the Constitution 
of Missouri, reads as follows: In all elec- 
tions for directors and managers of any in- 
corporated company, each shareholder shall 
have the right te cast as many votes in the 
aggregate as shall equal the numbers of 
shares so held by him, or her, in said com- 
pany, multiplied by thenumber of directors 
or managers to be elected at such anelection; 
and each shareholder may castthe whole 
number of votes, either in person or by 
proxy form one candidate, or distribute such 
votes among two or more candidates; and 
such directors or managers shall not be 
elected in any other manner.“ 

This language is very plain. It completely 
covers the case and indicates fully that the 
judges should have counted the votes which 
they have rejected. If they had done so, 


anybody who can do simple addition 
can see that Green’s directors. an 
himself are defeated, without doubt. 


It must be remembered that four of the gen- 
tlemen who received the highest votes in 
the above list were on both tickets, and that 
they were not Green men. Edwin Harri- 
son, for instance, who received the largest 
individual vote, was on both tickets, 
and he came upto the ballot-box and cast 
his four votes for the anti-Green ticket. The 
counting of the proxies therefore would add 
to the votes of such gentlemen as Mr. Harri- 
son, who bas always opposed Green.

he reason given is that the constitution of 
the Fair Association provides that proxies 
shall not be counted, and that the 
transfer books shall be closed fifteen days 
before the election. Green’s friends claim, 
therefore, that any stock appearing 
on the transfer books within the 
fifteen days shall be voted, whereas 
the statute expressly provides that such 
stock shall not be voted, and shall not be 
counted by the judges. The opinions of 
eminent attorneys is that these 257 
votes should not have been connted. 
The opinions are most positive. Ifthen the 
law is followed and these votes, illegal as 
they are, are rejected, Greenis beaten very 
badly, even without the proxies. 
In either case it will be seen 
that, under the laws of the State governing 
corporations, Mr. Green is routed, and that 
the only way in which he can claim a shadow 
of an election is by disregarding both the 
State Constitution and the statutes. This lat- 
ter method, of course, will last just long 
enough to allow the matter tobe taken into 
court and then it will crumble and fall to 
pieces. 

But apart from the legal aspect, Green 
is bound in honor to acknowledge 
his defeat,if he has any regard for the 
agreements he made voluntarily before the 
election. He maintained that the KL Arm 
to him was purely personal, that it originated 
with a few personal enemies, and that if 
the election did not show that he 
was right in these statements, he would ace 
knowledge his defeat. Well, at the election 
he himself and his friends admit that he 
owned and controlled at least 490 
votes. This shows that just nine- 
ty additional votes indorsed him, 
as the highest vote received by his friends, 
Mr. Pendleton for instance, is not much over 
580 votes. Of these 490 votes, Green cast 
150 himself. Judge Madill, his attorney 
cast 94 votes.

James 
Taussig, another of his attorneys 
cast 109 votes. Prior to December 20 
Mr. Taussig, whose vote proved so power- 
ful in vindicating Green, did not appear on 
the books at all as a stockholder, his shares 
being purchases since.

Lindbloom on Wheat—Speculative E- 
thetles—Items of Interest. 


Messrs. McCormick, Adams & Co., of Chi- 
cago, enjoy unexampled facilities for learn- 
ing the condition of the grain crops, their 
prospects, etc., they having 500 correspond- 
ents throughout the principal grain grow- 
ing states ofthis country. Their latest re- 
turns and summing up have been received 
by Mr. R. M. Adams, representing this Chi- 
caro house in St. Louis, who has kindly per- 
mftted the Post-DisPaTcuH to publish them. 
They say; That of-the last crop of wheat the 
farmers are now estimated to have on hand— 
In Michigan, apout 35 per cent; Ohio, 33 per 
cent; Indiana, 26 per cent; IIlinois, 27 per 
cent; Missouri, 27 per cent; Kansas, 30 per 
cent; Nebraska, 30 per cent: Iowa, 40 per 
cent; Wisconsin, 34 per cont; Minnesota, 30 
per cent; Northern Dakota, 25 per cent, and 
Southern Dakota hardly enough for bread and 
seed.“ The acreage of the growing crop of 
winter wheat is estimated at eight per cent, 
increase in Michigan, 10 per cent in Ohio and 


Indiana, 15 per cent decrease each in Illinois 
and Missouri, and 20 per cent in Kansas as 
compared with iastcrop. With but few ex- 
ceptions the condition and prospects of the 
crop are reported as very favorabie. Owing 
to the very wet fall we tindin the aggregate 
but little increase over last year in the acre- 
age of fall plowing done in Iowa, Minnesota 
and Wisconsin, but a large increase in Ne- 
braska and Dakota. McC. A. & Co. also give 
an estimate as made up by them of the wheat 
and corn crops of 1881, as compared with 
1880, which shows a shortage of 126,000,000 
bu wheat and 390,000,000 bu corn in theg states 
named. This report is based upon estimates 
for this year furnished by their correspond- 
ents, and the comparison is the yield as re- 
turned by the Nationa) Bureau for 1880:

Wm. H. Thomas Accuses a Police 
Officer of Putting His Eye Out.

The Evidence Elicited in the First Dis- 
trict Police Court. 


William H. Thomas was arraigned inthe 
First District Police Court this morning on 
a charge of trespassing. The prosecuting 
witness was officer Allen, whe, on beiug 
sworn took the stand and testified 
as follows: “T arrested this man

The officer asked me 
who I was, andI said I was on my way to 
the Soldiers’ Home in Dayton. He said: 
‘You are a liar, you —— ——; you are nosol- 
dier,“ and he arrested me and hit me there, 
I had eighty-five cents in my pocket, a halt 
a dollar, twenty-five cents and ten cents. At 
the station he told the sargeaut I was sleep- 
ing in the building. The sergeant asked me 
if I had any money and I said yes I had 
eighty-five cents, put my hand in mv pocket 
to get it. The officer hit me agin and poked 
his thumb in my left eye. I have not been 
able to sleep withit since and, enough I ask- 
ed for a doctor to look at it I couldn't get 
one.“ A fine of ten dollars was imposed 
and the man was sent down to the hold- over 
in the Marshal's charge until the arrival of 
the Black Maria. A reporter saw him then. 
His eye was running and the ball was not 
visible through the blood, humor and dirt 
that was collected aboutit. He was dressed 
in coarse clothes and a coarse woolen shirt. 
He was given a handkerchief, and wrapped 
this about his bead protecting the 
wounded eye from cold and 
exposure.

SPRINGFIELD NEWS. 


Sore Throat Epidemic—Green County 
Bonds—Legal. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., January 16.—Intelli- 
gence from Hartville, in Wright county, 
says the putrid and sore throatis threaten- 
ing fearful ravagesin that section; quite a 
npmber of citizens have already succumbed 
to its fury. The death of John Sloop was re- 
corded three days after his mother, Mrs. 
Sally Sloop, died. Inthe Breckham family 
the father, mother and three children are 
buried in one grave. Also William Bur- 
ney's and Thomas Neal’s families have been 
stricken down, and their wives have both 
died, and at last accounts the deadly disease 
was promising more vietims to the grave.

THE COUNTY BONDS. 

The election for the consideration of the 
Green county bond compromise took place 
a few days since and the results were such as 
bad been expected. The County Court issued 
a call for this election some months since at 
the instigation of petitioners, who were resi- 
dent tax payers. The proposition was to 
fund the debt of $290,000, issued by the 
County Court in 1871 to the Kansas 
City and Memphis Railroad, in new bonds at 
fifty cents on the dollar. The feeliag of the 
citizens at large bas been against the court 
in its acts of running the expense of an elec- 
tion on the county, as there was no proposi- 
tion on the part of the bond-holders to com- 
promise on any terms. The tax-payers claim 
the bonds fraudulently issued because they 
were not voted for by the people and the fea- 
tures of the contract were not conformed to 
by the railroad company in the beginning. 
The feelingin opposition to any compromise 
was so universal that only 43 votes were cast 
in its favor, while the opposition amounted 
to some 2,400, although not half the legal 
votes of the county. Ata recent meeting of 
the citizens of Stony Point“ in Cass Town- 
ship, the ful’owing article of agreement was 
adopted anda copy forwarded to the Spring- 
field press for publication: 

„We, the undersigned citizens 
and tax-payers of Green county, 
Mo., are determined to resist any 
and all attempts which are being and may be 
made to fasten on the tax-payers o this and 
other counties that infamous fraud known as 
the Green Cwunty Railroad bonds, and here- 
by agree to form ourselves intoa defensive 
union for the purpose of making a c»-mmon 
cause with sister counties thatare under the 
same or similar persecutions, and in or- 
der toraise what funds may be necessary 
to defray expenses of agents and attorneys, 
pledge ourselves to pay into a common 
treasury a proportionate quota on our as- 
sessed valuation.

This bond case has been over the peo- 
ple of Green county since 187T. and fer 
two or three years the County Court 
assessed a per vent to pay interest on 
part of the bonds (on which an action had 
been brought and judemnet obtained in the 
lower courts). The people refused to pay 
finally anda case was instituted in the Su- 
preme Court of the State with a partial de- 
cision in favor of the taxpayer. What may 
come of it time will demonstrate.

A TRUNK THIEF. 


The Little Racket of a Leading Citizen 
ot Chicago. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

An important capture and recovery of a 
large amount of stolen goods was made by 
Detectives Simmons and Koehler yesterday. 
In the Tribune of Tuesday appeared a tele- 
gram from Miiwaukee, giving an account of 
the capture there of an adroit trunk thief,giv- 
ing the name of Edward Wood, but whose 
real name is Charles De Forrest. The plan of 
De Forrest was to go to a depot, pick outa 
trunk, show a ticket, and have the trunk 
checked as his own. Last May Mrs. Kirch. ff, 
the wife of the Milwaukee brewer of that 
name, started for New York on her way to 
Europe. Upon her arrival in New York, Mrs. 
Kirchoff found that her trunk, containing a 
large amount of wearing appara], was miss- 
ing. Ati attempts to trace it proved unavail- 
ing, and the railroad ape ay 4 had to pay 
its value, some $3,000. The case was put in 
the hands of Deteciive Simmons, who set 
trap after trap all over the West, but with- 
out succeeding in catching the thief. Last 
Friday a drummer for Clement, Bane & Co., 
clothing dealers, corner of Adams and 
Franklin streets, sent three large trunks fiil- 
ed with goods to the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
depot for shipment to St. Paul. De Forrest 
went to the baggage-room, pointed out one 
of the trunks, cortaining $490 worth of 
goods, andhad it checked to Milwaukee, at 
the same time showing his ticket. 
Upon arriving at Milwaukee, De 
Forrest gave the check for the trunk to 
an expressman, directing him to take it to 
the Northwestern depot. By this time the 
theft of the trunk had been telegraphed to 
Milwaukee, together with a vague descrip- 
tion of the thief. When the expressman 
arrived at the depot with the trunk De For- 
rest was there and asked the baggageman to 
check it to Chicago. De Forrest had not yet 
purchased bis ticket, and the bagysgeman 
refused to check it until he had done so and 
told him to call at 310 p. m, when the train 
left for Chicago. The baz gageman had be- 
come suspicious that all was not right, and 
informed Depot-Policeman Kennedy. Short- 
ly before train time De Forrest again appear- 
ed, and, pointing to the trunk, asked to have 
it checked to Chicago. Kennedy then arrest- 
ed him. This wason Friday- De Forrest 
was taken before a Justice and put under 
bonds of $1,000 for robbery. For fear that 
he might procure bondsmen and skip out, 
another warrant was sworn out and held so 
as to rearrest him. The police authorities 
here were notified, and Detective Simmons 
was sent to Milwaukee to investigate. 
Upon his arrival he immediately recognized 
De Forrest, but was unable to getasingie 
admission from him. Simmons returned to 
Chicago, knowing De Forrest was married, 
and set to work to discover the wheresbouts 
of Mrs. De Forrest. De Forrest formeriy 
lived Jat 35 Boston avenue, but, on going 
there, the officers found that the family had 
moved. In no wise discouraged, Simmons 
continued bis search, and vesterday located 
Mrs. De Forrest at No. 90 South Peoria 
street. The officers went tothe house, ar- 
rested Mrs. De Forrest, proceeded to make a 
search of the premises, and were rewarded 
by finding three large trunks, among the 
number Mrs. K rchoff's, filled with silver- 
ware, ladies’ underwear of the costliest de- 
scription, laces, etc. Two other trunks 
were found, one filled with gloves and the 
other containing fifty overcoats. The value 
of the property recovered isin the neighbor- 
hood of $6,000 or $7,000. Mra. De Forrest 
proved to be as uncommunicative as her hus- 
band, andthe officers were unable to obtain 
anv information from her. Great assistance 
was rendered the officers by Baggage-master 
Marsden. of the Rock Island Raiiroad, whose 
road has suffered severely in the past from 
the depredations of De Forrest, and also by 
Special Agent Donnelly, of Parmelee’s ’bus 
line, in giving an accurate and minute de- 
scription of the thief and the manner which 
he employed while checking baggage which 
he intended tosteal. The work of tracing 
De Forrest, securing his arrest and that of 
his wife, and the recovery of so much valu- 
able property reflects great credit on Sim- 
mons and Koehler. De Forrest will. be 
brought to this city for examination early 
next week. In the meantime the officers are 
trving to secure more of his plunder, which 
is kaown to be concealed somewhere in this 
city. It is not believed that De Forrest had 
any accomplices save his wife. Mis. De 
Forrest was locked up at the Harrison Street 
Station, there to await the arrival of her 
thieving husband. 


Wedding ofan East Indian Princess.

The wedding festivities at Dhrangadbra, 
where the Maharajab of Jeypore married the 
Raj Sahib’s daughter, passed off with great 
eclat The Political Agent, Kathaiwar, was 
one of the Chief’s guests. Tue Raj Sahib 
gave the Maharajah the following, valued at 
about one lac of rupees: Three elephants, 
21 horses, 12 buffaloes, 25 cows, 1 ruth (state 
carriage), 2shigrams,1 madol, 1 palanquin 
and 2 silver and gold beds. The escort of the 
Jeypore Mabarajah was composed of 600 fol- 
.owers, including eight or ten nobles, nine 
nautch girls and a military band. The mar- 
riage of the Shreement Gangadhurrao Bala 
Sahib, Chief of Miraj, was celebrated on No- 
vember 24 The bride, seiected out of many 
offered, is a fair-looking girl of eight, and is 
a sister-in-law to Daji Sahib, Chief of Kur- 
undwad. Elepbanis,a number of capuari- 
soned herars,camels, sowars, state carriages, 
palanquins and the different liveried retinues 
of the several chiefs added grandeur to the 
occasion. A durbar was held in honor of the 
European guests on the evening of Novem- 
ber 25 in the bride’s man ap. which, together 
with its surroundings, was tastefully illumin- 
ated. 

A nautch was given for the amusement of 
the guests, and the durbar was dissolved 
after the native fashion by the distribution 
of pac supari, attar, gulab and flowers. A 
dispiay of fireworks was afterward given 
outside the mandap and in fron: of the new 
Town Hall. The European gue-ts were en- 
tertained in the Hirabag Agency bungalow, 
and some tents pitched for the occasion. 
The native guests were entertained accordi 
to their rank and status, and were presente 


with dresses of honor. Sever ousand 
Brahmins, male and female, som whom 
had come from a distance of fo miles, 


were feasted with dainties for four days. 
The wurat procession, the most impor- 
tant and imposing ceremony of a 
native marriages took place on a grand scale 
on the morning of November 27. The bride 
and bridegroom, seated in a handsome 
palanquin, left the bride’s mandap, and, 
after paying homage totbe god Gaupati at 
some distance, returned by the main road at 
an auspicious moment to the fort, where the 
ceremony of gharbhario took place, the bride 
being named Oomabai, a fitung name for the 
spouse of Gangadhar.

SLEEPING CAR WAGNER. 


The Millionaire Killed in the Late 
Railway Accident 
From the New York Times. 


Senator Webster Wagner was a descend- 
ant of a German family which settled in the 
Mohawk Valley, where is now the village of 
Palatine Bridge. He was born in that vil- 
lage October 2, 1817. At an early age he 
was apprenticed to his elder brother James 
asa wagon-maker. After becoming a first- 

class workman he was taken into partner- 

ship by his brother. The firm was unsuc-- 
cessful, and after the partnership was dis- 
solved and the indebtedness settled, the fu- 
ture Senator obtained a situation as station 
agent in his native town. This position he 
occupied from 1843 until 1869, when he re- 

tired from it to direct his attention to 
bandling grain and other farm preducts. 

His new business, which he had established 
while he was still station agent, gave him 
time and means to put inte execution an idea 
thac he had .ong cheristed. He was always 
a keen observer and a constant thinker, and 
as he watched the long through trains of 
comfortless cars which went by his station 
door, the thought that gave him his fortune 
came into his mind. He saw tnat sooner or 
later the traveling public wou'd require 
sleeping cars, and he set at work to devise 
plans for this innovation in railroad travel. 
Four cars were constructed at a cost of $3,200 
each, and commenced turning on the New 
York Central, Sept. 1, 1858, The system 
of ventilation was found to be imperfect. 

The ventilators were opposite the sleepers, 
and when the trains were running it was 
necessary tokeepthem closed. To remedy 
the defect the elevated roof was devised by 
Mr. Wagner. This provedto be so useful 
an improvement that it was applied not only 
to sleeping cars, but to ordinary pa-senger 
cars. On August 20, 1867, he put in opera- 

tion his first drawing-room car for day 
t avel. Elegance of appointment was made 

the feature of both the night and day Waz- 

ner cars, and the expense of each one is now 
from $17,000 to $20,000. 

In his entire career Senator Wagner dis- 

layed sound sense and good judgement. 

hough 64 years old, he enjoyed perfect 

health. He possessed a rugged constitution 

and displayed unusual vigor for one of his 
years. His face, with ah gh forehead and 
soft blue eyes, wasintelligent and interest- 
ing. In the Senate Chamber his tail, broad- 
shouldered, but slightly stooping figure,was 
a familiar sight. Mr. Wagner was pre- 
eminently a self-made man. His great- 
grand-father was Peter Wagner, a Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel in the American Army, wao 
made an honorable record in the border 
waifare.’’ At Palatine Bridge, his early 
home, Mr. Wagner built a handsome resi- 
de: ce where he entertained bis friends in a 
hospitable manner. He also owned a resi- 
dence at No. 14 E1-t Forty-fourth street in 
this city, where bis Mmily spent the Win- 
ter. This house he adorned with works of 
art. The family consists of one son and 
four daughters.

AN UNFAIR FAIR ELECTION. 

The Returning Board appointed by Mr. 
CHAS. GREEN to receive and count out the 
ballots cast at the election held on Saturday 
last for twenty-one Directors of the St. Louis 
Agricultural and Mechanical Fair Associa- 
tion, officially proclaims that the ticket favored 
by Mr. GREEN received a majority of the 
votes cast. Mr. GREEN and bis friends ac- 
cept this as a victory to be crowned by his re- 
election to the Presidency of the Fair, and 
are disposed to felicitate themselves. Let us 
dwell for a few moments with the facts con- 
nected with this remarkable election. Six 
months ago, in utter disregard of the preced- 
ent long-established, which made the Presi- 
dency of the Fair Association an honor to be 
accepted by gentlemen, and not sought after 
by greedy adventurers and hungry politi- 
cians, Mr.CHAS. GREEN set about re-electing 
himself and making sure of the $3,000 salary 
which he seems to regard as necessary to his 
financial happiness. A large owner of 
stock himself, he bought, borrowed, 
begged and secured the control of 
490 shares which he voted for himself and in 
his own interest on Saturday last. 
Having control of the old Board 
of Directors, he selected as inspectors 
of election three gentlemen who were allied 
to him by personal interest—three “Cham- 
paigne Charlies. so tospeak. One of them 
was a candidate for Director himselfin the 
GREEN interest and the other was the 
brother of a man running on the GREEN 
ticket. With this Returning Board organ- 
ized to elect him, Mr. GREEN stood at the 
polls all day himself, with his able attorneys, 
and directed how votes should be received 
and counted. The Constitution of Missouri 
plainly declares that the holders of stock in 
corporations sball have the right to vote by 
proxy. Mr. GREEN directed his agents to 
ignore the Constitution and proceed in ac- 
cordance with the by-laws of the Associa- 


which were actually cast against the 
anti-GREEN ticket. The Revised Stat- 
utes of Missouri provide that corporation 
Elections shall be held under this formula: 
Sec. 716. At every election of Directors the 
transfer books of the corporation shall be pro- 
duced to test the qualification of the voters; 
and no person shall be admitted to vote, 
directly or by proxy, except those in whose 
names the shares of the stock of the corpora- 
tion shall stand on such books, and shall have 
stood for at least thirly days previons to lhe 
election. 
In the face of this provision Mr. GREEN 


instructed his Returning Board to receive 
and count the votes of 245 shares purchased 
and transferred to himself and his lawyers 
since the 20th of December. In other words, 
by throwing out all the votes by proxy that 
were anti-GREEN and counting all the pro- 
tested votes that were owned and directed 
by GREEN the “Champaign Charlies“ were 
able to declare the light-weight ticket, made 
up and combined by GREEN, elected bya 
smal] majority. All this in accordance with 
the approved Louisiana plan. 

This election was the most spirited ever 
held bythe Association. The electioneering 
schemes and bulldozing measures adopted 
by GREEN to re-elect himself had stirred up 
the most active hostility, and the bitterness 
growing out of it will last for years to come. 
Nearly all the solid and reputable share- 
holders were arrayed against GREEN and 
his clique. Numerically they were opposed 

to him in the proportion of nine to one. 

This was observed by spectators and was 
admitted yesterday by one of the GREEN 
organs. The unpopularity of the man was 
never more convincingly demonstrated. He 

receiyed but 580 votes for Director, and of 
this number he cast 490 himself. He re- 
ceived but 90 votes outside of those owned 
and controlled by himeelf, and yet he and 
bis friends are inclined to think that there 
has been a vindicatlon.““

President of the Association we will continue 
to work faithfully and earnestly for the suc- 
cess Of the Fair. We have no prejudices that 
we are not willing to sink for the good of an 
institution so useful to St. Louis andso 
highly esteemed by every citizen. We have 
held Mr. GREEN’S management to de detri- 
mental to the Fair and we point to his 
metheds on Saturday as a vindieation of our 
course in opposing him. In this connection 
it may not be out of place toinquire why it 
is that Mr. GREEN is such an extensive owner 
of the stock of the Fair Association. It is a 
stock that, by common Consent, pays no divi- 
dends. It is purely honorary and is not held to 
be an investment for capitalists and specula- 
tors. Heretofore gentlemen have made ita 
custom to merely own one share of stock, by 
way ef exhibiting public spirit and mani- 
festing their interest in the welfare of an 
institution dear to every St. Louisan. Yet 
Mr. GREEN is to-day the owner of four hun- 
dred and ninety shares of stock. Can it be 
possible that there is some foundation for 
the suspicion that there is a syndicate 
forming to wreck the Fair and job out the 
valuable real estate connected with it? 
The Association owns ninety acres of land 
right in the city. It is worth a million of 
dollars, A newcity could be built on this 
beautiful territory. A few years of bad 
management and neglect of public interest 
might throw the Fair into the hands of a Re - 
ceiver. We all know what that would mean. 
We have men among us who have growu 
rich by playing the role of receiver, assignee 
and administrator. The settling up of dam- 
aged and complicated estates has proven 
highly advantageous for some people. The 
real estate wreckers could manage to make 
it very pleasant for themselves in removing 
the fat from the ribs of the Fair Association. 
Without any reference to this, however, 
we must insist on having the public mind 
directed to the fact that Mr. CHas. GREEN 
has put himself to the inconvenience of 
owning and controlling four bundred and 
ninety shares of the non-dividend paying 
stock of the St. Louis Agricuitural and 
Mechanical Fair Association. Why is this 
so? 


THE disposition on the part of certain 
gentlemen in Washington to investigate Mr. 
SCHURZ’S resurrection of the Northern Pa- 
cific land grant for the benefit of Mr. VIL- 
LARD was noticed in these columns some 
days since. This disposition is rapidly ac- 
quiring shape and form, and there is now 
hardly any doubt that the attention of Con- 
Kress Will soon be invited to the land de- 
cisions of the late Secretary of the In- 
terior. Three Senators, PLUMB of Kansas, 
CALL of Florida, and TELLER of Colorado, 
have taken up the matter, andas neither of 
these gentlemen have been noted for a ten- 
dency to discriminate in favor of Mr. 
SCHURZ, developments may be confidently 
anticipated. In his decision of the Northern 
Pacific Land Grant, the Secretary ruled that 
as no declaration was made by Congress of 
the forfeiture of the grant it could not be 
forfeited, but the gentlemen who are in- 
vestigating the transaction have taken 
eminent legal advice upon this point, and 
their advisors are unanimous in the 
opinion that extinction and not forfeiture 
was the penalty for non-completion of the 
road, and the proposition of Mr. SCHURZ 
was merely based upon an incident of the 
fact that the grant was dead Congress did 
not need to apply special legislation to it. 
The franchise or land grant simply lapsed, 
as the Land Office decided before Mr. VIL- 
LARD appealed to Mr. SCHURZ and the latter 
overruled the decision. The impres- 
sion is becoming prevalent that while 
Mr. SCHURZ certainiy earned his share in 
the New York Evening Post, Mr. VILLARD 
will have to give away several other news- 
papers before he can call the Northern 
Pacific Land Grant entirely bis own. 


BiIsHOP MCQUAID, of Rochester, has just 
promulgated an important pastoral to the 
clergymen of his diogese forbidding his 
priests from taking up collections for the 
“suspects”? now in prison in Ireland in their 
churches. At the same time the Bishop 
condemns strongly the coercion bill and as- 
serts that the Land League in whose behalf 
the suspects were working had the sustain- 
ment of the Irisif hierarchy and heartily rec- 
ommends to the clergymen to take up 
collections and organize relief outside of the 
churches—at their own homes—every where 
or anywhere, in fact, except ip the church, 
There is much that is significant in this letter 
of Bishop McQuarD, who has heretofore 
been charged with want of interest in Irish 
affairs. In it he distinetly puts himself on 
record as heartily endorsing the Land League 
—as heartily endorsing agitation in every 
shape short of revolution. But at the same 
time he condemns in almost unmeasured lau- 
guage the secret oath-bound organizations 
which, he alleges, are burrying the Island in- 
tounmitigated Communism. It is hard for an 
outside observer te understand exactly the 
Bishop’s position. Communism has been 
charged against the Land League on account 
of the No-Rent manifesto, and yet he sup- 
ports the Land League. If there are secret 
and oath-bound Irish societies at work to- 
day, their object must be not Socialism, but 
revolution, and yet he denounces them as 
Communistic. It is difficult, if not impossi- 
ble, to explain the attitude of the hierarchy 
either in Ireland or Americaupon the Irish 
question.

It was just about as fatal 
to those who had not been vaccinated 
for fifteen years. But out of fourteen who 
had been vaccinated within five years, only 
one died. or seven per cent. Nothing could 
be more conclusive, or more clearly show 
the protective power of vaccination. But it 
shows also the necessity of recent vaccina- 
tion. It will not do to trust to its 
99 after a few years have intervened. 

here are some upon whom it will never 
take, and who are safe from infection; others 
should be vaccinated every year. It is es- 
sential to have the vaccine matter pure and 
fresh. It was the practice to take the mat- 
ter from one person and vaccinate others 
with it. But there is danger of the 
transmission of ugly humors by this 
method. St. Louis is supplied with pure 
vaccine matter taken directly from calves. 
Tbe Board of Health takes the lymph from 
a farm in the country and itis also brought 
from New York.

The Spuyten Duyyil Disaster. 

NEW YORK, January 16.—Frank Burr, the 
engineer of the Tarrytowntrain which col- 
lided with the Chicago express on Fri- 
day evening last, to-day made 
a statement to Coroner Merkle: 

“We left Tarrytown at 6:45 p. m., five 
minutes behind the regular time, because of 
waiting for the Chicago express to pass. It 
went by Tarrytown at 6:35, stopped at 


Spuyten Duyvil at 7:14. About a mile above 
Spuyten Duyvil station and accoriing to the 
time board we were thirteen minutes be- 
hind the Chicago express. After leaving 
Spuyten Duyvil, we entered the cut going at 
a speed of 18 or 20 miles an hour. There 
were no danger or warning signals ahead of 
meand I passed out to the curve looking 
ahead ail the time. Isawthe flagman with 
a red and white lamp in either band. He 
was swinging a red light across 
down the track. At the 
time I saw a red lient at 
rear end of train No. 6 ahead of me. When I 
first saw the red light, the flagman giving 
the signal, was not more than two cars length 
ahead of me and the train not more 
than thirtv-five feet distant from him. Ijhad a 
train of three cars and immedtately put on 
the air-brakes,pulled the throttie wide open, 
biew the whistle and did all in my power 
to come to a stop but failed to do so in time 
to prevent the accident. I remained at my 
post urdl the train stopped aud assisted in 
extricating she injured passengers. The en- 
gine smashed through the rear car.

A BAP FOR THE POLICE BOARD. 


The Commissioners Given a Lesson by 
Judge Boyle. 


Judge Boyle rendered a decision this 
morning in favorlof the petitioner, Samuel R. 
Bonney, and against Mayor Ewing and the 
Police Board, in the matter of refusing to 


furnish * certified copy of 
Chiet Kennett’s bond. The court 
sustains the demurrer entered by 


Taylor and Pollard to the return or answer 
ofthe City Counselor appearing for the Po- 
lice Board. Mr. Bonney, a relative of the 
local manager of the Singer Sewing Machine 
Company, had been arrested by order of 
Chief Kennett on a charge of playing de- 


tective. He wanted to institute a 
— 1 1 suit against the Chief, 
and his attorneys applied to the Police Board 


for copy of the Chief’s bond or information 
of the names upon it, but the Board denied 
the request and maintained that position 
when called upon to answer in court. Judge 
Boyle says that the Board’s only cause for 
refusing a certitied copy is that the relator 
proposes to bring an action for false 
and malicious arrest and imprisonment, 
and that under the laws of the Stute no ac- 
tion of that charecter can be maintained on 
such bond. That questionjthe court thinks can 
not be properly determined in this proceed - 
ing. The bondis that of an officer of the 
Szate given for faithful performance of dut 
and it is in the official custody of the beard. 
No - statutory provision is made 
with regard to furnishing copies, but such 
duty is necessarily implied. That duty de- 
volves on the Police Board with equa! force 
as upon clerks of courts. That the board 
may be of opinion that the suit cannot be 
successfully maintained is no excuse for re- 
fusing to perform the duty. That matter 
does not concern the board, 
the custodian § of the Chief’s bond, 
but is a matter exclusively for 
courts. The Legislature never intended 
that the statute should be thus defeated or 
embarrassed at the pleasure of those hav- 
ing official custody of bonds. The relator 
has stated sufficient to entitle him toa certi- 
fied copy of the Chief’s bond. 


Recovering Rapidly. 

Capt. Hercules, ef the Second District, 
made the following report to Chief Kennett 
concerning one of his men to-day: On the 
14th inst., about 11 a. m., Amanda Good, a 
German girl, 22 years of age, attempted to 
commit suicide by taking Paris green at her 


parents’ residence, at the southeast corner 
of Nebraska avenue and Chippewa 
street. Dr. Schade says sbe will 
recover. Amanda was engaged to be mar- 
ried to Officer Charles Kirchner, whoa short 
time ago broke off the engagement, which is 
supposed to have so exasperated heras to 
make an attempt on her life.’’ 

This morning Amanda has almost entirely 
recovered from the effects of the Paris green. 
Kirchner had been engaged to her when 
2 — was accidentally heaped upon him 

y killing Muncie Buros. With greataess he 
received money, which he had collected in 
the vicinity of his beat. Since then his love 
has cooled for his former sweetheart. Her 
soft affection had been trifled with by Kirch- 
ner and she sought relief from love in death. 
This little episode is not considered a recom- 
mendation for a sergeancy by the officers of 
the district.
